Taxes due just 
after Christmas 


Ebeneezer Scrooge couldn't have 
planned it much better 

Wilmington’s tax bills are schedul 
ed to be mailed on Friday, the day 
after Thanksgiving. A Nov. % 
postmark will make them due 30 
days later — the day after 
Christmas 

Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski 
issued a statement on Monday night, 
giving a recap of the town’s tax 
structure. He said that because the 
town's folding machine was broken 
copies of the statement would not be

mailed with the tax bills 

The brief explanation gives the 
residential tax rate of $19.95, and the 
commercial rate of $23.70, and notes 
that the classification schedule will 
raise 53 percent of the tax levy from 
residential property, and 47 percent 
from commercial property 

The town budget is $19,229,677, a 
9.2 percent increase over the fiscal 
'82 budget of $17,609,173 

Stapezynski’s ‘message also in 
cluded a breakdown of revenue 
sources and expenses, illustrated in 
pie charts, reproduced here. 


Drugs seized after 
traffic violation 


A 1902 white Cadillac being driven 
through Wilmington Center last Fri 
day at about 4p.m. attracted the at- 
tention of Inspector Mark Jepson of 
the Wilmington Police Department. 
The Cadillac was driven through red 
light 

‘The results were surprising 

Jepson followed the car to the 
bridge at the Town Park and there 
signaled for it to stop. Drugs to the 
value of $896,000 were found in the 
back seat. Further, as a result, the 
Newton police raided the home of 
one of the men and found another 
$23,000 worth of marijuana and co- 
caine. 

Jepson, when he stopped the vehi: 
cle, signaled back to police head: 
quarters that he would probably 
need help. Inspector Mike Celata 
and Officer Robert Shelley respond- 
ed. The car was found to have 


packages of heroin, marijuana and 
crystal methaline 

‘The driver of the car, Charles 
Niles of Abington, Penn., has been 
charged with possession of heroin, 
crystal methaline and with intent to 
distribute both substances. He has 
also been charged with driving 
without a license and failure to stop 
for a red light 

Francis Soave of West Newton 
was charged with possession and in: 
tent to distribute marijuana and 
heroin. He was also charged with 
possession of crystal methaline, 
with intent to distribute. 

Both men are now free on bail, set 
at $200,000 each. The drugs have 
been turned over to the Mass. Drug 
Administration by the Wilmington 
Police Department. The Cadillac, a 
rented vehicle, has been impounded 
by the police.

Spotlighters lose 
everything in fire 


The Wilmington Spotlighters are 
down but not out 

After losing everything in a fire 
Saturday night in the old Mildred 
Rogers School, the Spotlighters were 
given the go-ahead Monday night to 
meet with Jack Cushing, to arrange 
shared use of the Fourth of July 
Headquarters, the old library. 

The Saturday night fire destroyed 
costumes, props and other materials 
stored in the old school, but the 
building itself sustained only minor 
damage. Fire Chief Dan Wandell 
told the selectmen Monday night 
that the superintendent of public 
buildings had estimated the damage 
at between $4000 and $6000 

Arson is given as the cause of the 
fire. When firefighters arrived, they 
found fires in two places in the 
building. Entry had been made in 
the building through a boarded up 
rear window. 

The fire was largely confined to a 
rear classroom of the old school, 
which the Spotlighters had been us- 
ing as an equipment room, Smoke 
and water damaged most of what 
the fire did not destroy. Perhaps the 
biggest loss of 100 tuxedos 

The fire was the second in the 
building since it closed as a school 


Approximately five years ago, a fire 
in the Wilmington Recreation Dept 
office, then located in the building, 
destroyed the contents of the room 
but left the building intact 

‘The Saturday night fire, ironical 
ly, preceded by only eight days the 
40th anniversary of the death of 
Mildred Rogers. A Wilmington 
schoolteacher, she died in the 
Cocanut Grove disaster in Boston on 
Nov. 28, 1942 

The building had been leased to 
the Spotlighters on a ten-year lease, 
signed in Sept. 1981. The group had 
been working to turn the building in- 
to a community theater. 

‘The fire, obviously, will hinder the 
effort, but Rocco DePasquale spoke 
Monday night of trying to turn the 
fire to the group's advantage 

The Spotlighters had tentative 
plans to present Neil Simon's Plaza 
Suite sometime in the spring. They 
may shift to a smaller-scale produc: 
tion. 

Meanwhile, the group is seeking 
help, especially in terms of space, 
financial support, and volunteers.

Parking fines coming to Tewksbury 


The Tewksbury police force and 
the “*parking clerk's" office are cur- 
rently gearing up for strict enforce- 
ment of new parking rules adopted 
by selectmen on November 16. A 
violation of those rules will result in 
the issuance, by police, of a parking 
ticket carrying a fine of either $10 or 
$15. The fine will be payable to the 
parking clerk, who will most likely 
be Town Clerk Elizabeth Carey. 

The rules, which officials say did 
not require a town meeting vote, 
were adopted in accordance with a 
state law that went into effect 
January 1, 1981, That law was ac- 
cepted by the town last June, and 
called for revamping the town's 
parking rules which have been in ef- 
fect since 1940 

Selectmen Chairman Dick Morris, 
Police Chief John Sullivan, Lt. John 
Mackey and Safety Officer Joe Cor- 
mier put together the new rules 
which Mackey says will probably 
start being enforced on December 5. 

Police will have to give notice that 
the new rules are going into effect 
and will be busy posting signs in cer 
tain areas effected by the new rules 
while waiting for ticket books to ar- 
rive at the station. 

“As soon as we get these (rules) 
posted," is what Mackey responded 
when asked when they would go into 
effect. “The tickets will be ready 
(December) third and we figure 
we'll be ticketing (December) 
fifth,"" he added. 

Meetings with the town's shopping 
center owners have been held to ac- 
quaint them with the rules, which 
will prohibit parking in marked han- 
dicapped spots and fire lanes. Of 
ficials stress that the shop owners 
did not request the adoption of these 
rules 


‘Under the state law giving town's 
the authority to impose and collect 
parking fines, a fine must be paid to 
the parking clerk within 21-days. If it 
is not paid within that time frame, 
the fine will be increased by up to $10 
and the parking clerk will send a 
notice to the violator seeking pay: 
ment of the new fine within five 
days 

If the fine is still not paid, another 
increase of up to $10 will be slapped 
on and the parking clerk will send 
the violator’s name and the registra 
tion plate number of the violating 
car to the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles, 

‘The registry will refuse to renew 
the license of the violator and-or the 
registration of the violating car until 
the infraction is paid. 

Furthermore, if more than five un- 
paid tickets are-held by a violator, 
the town can seek criminal com- 
plaints against the violator in court 

Also, anyone who alters or 
destroys a ticket faces a $50 fine or a 
‘one month jail sentence.

The law also provides a 
mechanism by which motorists can 
challenge a ticket. A hearing in front 
of a parking “hearing officer” can. 
be requested within 2i-days of 
receiving the ticket. A hearing will 
be called at which time the motorist 
can state his case 

However, Carey said that she is 
unwilling to assume the duties of the 
hearing officer. She says that the 
duties of the parking clerk can be 
assumed during regular town clerk 
business hours, but has suggested 
they can also be handled by other 
departments who have more person: 
nel and larger budgets. 

‘She adds that since most hearings 
would have to be held at night - to ac- 
commodate 9 to Sers - a schedule 
conficlt may arise. Carey frequently 
holds special voter registrations at 
night and must be present at town 
meetings and meetings of other town 
bodies, 

She also feels a distraught ticket 
holder may disrupt normal business 
at town hall during day time hear 
ings. 

Carey said she has three or four 
people in mind for the job, but has 
yet to approach them. In the in: 
terim, Carey may appoint Mackey 
as the hearing officer. But there 
seems to be some questions as to 
whether Mackey can act as hearing 
officer because he is a policeman. 
‘The law stipulates that the parking 
clerk can not be a policeman, but 
does not seem to indicate one can not 
be a hearing officer. 

There is also a question as to 
where the funds for the parking 
clerk's office will come. A town 
meeting article seeking $700 for 
salaries and supplies to operate the 
office was withdrawn at the 
September special town meeting 
Carey, Mackey and Executive 
Secretary Ruth Aubert will discuss 
that matter, as well as others, dur- 
ing a meeting to be held in the next 
few weeks. 

As officials work out the final few 
details, the new rules will impose $10 
fines for: parking within an intersec- 
tion, parking on any sidewalk, park 
ing on any crosswalk, parking on a 
roadway in a rural or sparsely sett 
ed area, parking more than one foot 
from the curb or edge of the road, 
parking within 10 feet of a fire 
hydrant, parking on or in front of 
any private road or driveway, park: 
ing on any street within 20 feet of an 
intersecting way except alleys, and 
parking alongside or opposite ex 
cavation or road obstruction when 
doing so would obstruct traffic. 

‘A $10 fine will also be imposed for: 
parking within 20 feet of either end 
of a safety zone which is "located 
within 30 feet of the curb or edge of 
the road, parking a vehicle for sale 
on a street, parking a vehicle other 
than one acting in an emergency on

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Proposed zoning by-law 
changes in Wilmington 


A new type of residential area, 
Planned Residential Development 
(PRD) is being proposed in new zon- 
ing bylaws for Wilmington, which 
had their first review on November 
16 at a planning board meeting. PRD 
districts would be on no less than 20 
acres of land and would be restricted 
to single family homes, side by side, 
in the same buildings, with no apart 
ments as such. 

Also being proposed is an in 
dustrial park type of zoning in which 
several industrial uses now permit- 
ted would not be allowed: such uses 
as bulk storage, vehicular dealer- 
ships and heavy manufacturing. It 
would be similar in scope to that pro- 
posed in the Town Crier some mon- 
ths ago, in that the areas are to be 
“college campus" in use and ap- 
pearance. 

The new bylaws which will have to 
be voted in a town meeting, were 
prepared by Kevin Hurley of Con- 
cord, a professional planner. Mr. 
Hurley and a committee of six have 
had seven meetings since last July 
14 to discuss the proposals as they 
were developed 

Selectman Rocco DePasquale, 
planners Anthony Gentile and Ar 
nold Blake, Carroll Robbins of the 
board of appeals and Sandy Murphy 
planner for the Wilmington Planning 
Board constituted the committee. 

The proposed bylaws are in con- 
formity with th elatest laws voted by 
the state legislature. They are 
enumerated by a number system, 
designed to ease a search for any 
particular use and the laws pertain- 
ing to that use 

In size of houselots, what was 
formerly Residential A (10,000 
square feet), and Residential B 
(22,500 square feet) become zones 
Ri and R2. The former Rural Zone 
becomes Ré6 (for 60,000 square feet) 

PRD is to be for single family 
detached and attached dwelling 
units, with accessories and are to be 
located on land of not less than 20 
acres. It is planned that there shall 
not be more than three dwelling 
units per acre, exclusive of land 
situated in flood plain zones. The 
previous proposals called for a 
minimum size of 15 acres 

No “apartments 
permitted as now proposed. All 
dwelling units are to be, in effect, 
houses, separate or together, and 
not more than six units shall be in 
any structure. The overall length, in: 
cluding garages, are not to exceed 
150 feet. The overall height may not 
be more than 35 feet, instead of the 
38 feet formerly proposed. There are 
provisions, as before, for "open 
space 

The town meeting would have a 
practically complete control of all 
PRD districts in that no chances can 
be made after having been voted by 
the town meeting 

“Hammerhead” lots are a new 
type of bylaw, proposed in this 
study. The name is taken from the 
over-all shape, in which a smaller 
frontage is allowed along any ac: 
cepted street and the main house lot 
is further back {rom the street, Such 
lots have been allowed by Board of 
Appeals hearings in the past in 
Wilmington 

Hammerhead lots would he per- 
mitted under special permit from 
the planning board jf that board 
finds that there are sufficient 
safeguards for public safety, 
welfare and convenience. The 
minimum size is to be 1.5 acres in 
Residence | and 2 districts, and 3.0 
acres in Residence 6 districts. The 
minimum frontage on a street is to 
be 40 feet 

A key to the Hammerhead Lots is 
that there shall be enough space in 
the lot as laid out for buildable land 
in a minimum 150 foot in diameter 
circle, and within 500 feet of the 
street 

The proposal limits not more than 
two hammerhead lots to have con- 
tiguous frontage on any street, but 
does not seem to spell out whether or 
not those lots may use the same 
driveway 

Hammerhead lots, by special per- 
mit of the planning board, are in use 
in Harvard, Boxborough, CArlisle 
and Lincoln, Hurley told’the com- 
mittee.

The residential regulations also 
contain provisions for conversion of 
existing single family dwellings into 
not more than two dwelling units, 
The single family dwelling must be 
of at least 2400 square feet gross 
floor area, exclusive of cellar, and

Antiques and similar types of

Renting of rooms in residential 
districts may be allowed with meals, 
for not more than four persons per 
dwelling, and provided that this is 
conducted and managed by a resi- 
dent of the dwelling 

The use of wind machines to 
generate electricity will be allowed 
in all districts, but not in capacity 
necessary to serve the principal use 
of the premises. A special permit is 
needed from the board of appeals 
and there are set back provisions 
which must be observed, together 
with height restrictions, 

A temporary home or trailer will 
be allowed on the site of a residence 
which has been destroyed by fire or 
other holocaust, but not for a period 
of aver 12 months.

Parking fines coming to Tewksbury 


‘The Telvksbury police force and 
the "parking clerk's" office are cur- 
rently gearing up for strict enforce- 
ment of new parking rules adopted 
by selectmen on November 16. A 
violation of those rules will result in 
the issuance, by police, of a parking 
ticket carrying a fine of either $10 or 
$15. The fine will be payable to the 
parking clerk, who will most likely 
be Town Clerk Elizabeth Carey 

The rules, which officials say did 
not require a town meeting vote, 
were adopted in accordance with a 
state law that went into effect 
January 1, 1981. That law was ac- 
cepted by the town last June, and 
called for revamping the town's 
parking rules which have been in ef- 
fect since 1940. 

Selectmen Chairman Dick Morris, 
Police Chief John Sullivan, Lt, John 
Mackey and Safety Officer Joe Cor: 
mier put together the new rules 
which Mackey says will probably 
start being enforced on December 5. 

Police will have to give notice that 
the new rules are going into effect 
and will be busy posting signs in cer: 
tain areas effected by the new rules 
while waiting for ticket books to ar- 
rive at the station. 

“AS soon as we get these (rules) 
posted," is what Mackey responded 
when asked when they would go into 
effect. “The tickets will be ready 
(December) third and we figure 
we'll be ticketing (December) 
fifth,”” he added, 

Meetings with the town's shopping 
center owners have been held to ac- 
quaint them with the rules, which 
will prohibit parking in marked han- 
dicapped spots and fire lanes. Of 
ficials stress that the shop owners 
did not request the adoption of these 
rules, 

Under the state law giving town's 
the authority to impose and collect 
parking fines, a fine must be paid to 
the parking clerk within 21-days. If it 
is not paid within that time frame, 
the fine will be increased by up to $10 
and the parking clerk will send a 
notice to the violator seeking pay- 
ment of the new fine within five 


days. 

If the fine is still not paid, another 
increase of up to $10 will be slapped 
on and the parking clerk will send 
the violator’s name and the registra- 
tion plate number of the violating 
car to the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles. 

‘The registry will refuse to renew 
the license of the violator and-or the 
registration of the violating car until 
the infraction is paid 

Furthermore, if more than five un- 
paid tickets are held by a violator, 
the town can seek criminal com: 
plaints against the violator in court 

Also, anyone who alters or 
destroys a ticket faces a $50 fine or a 
‘one month jail sentence.

The law also provides a 
mechanism by which motorists can 
challenge a ticket. A hearing in front 
of a parking “hearing officer” can 
be requested within 2i-days of 
receiving the ticket. A hearing will 
be called at which time the motorist 
can state his case. 

However, Carey said that she is 
unwilling to assume the duties of the 
hearing officer. She says that the 
duties of the parking clerk can be 
assumed during regular town clerk 
business hours, but has suggested 
they can also be handled by other 
departments who have more person- 
nel and larger budgets. 

She adds that since most hearings 
would have to be held at night - to ac- 
commodate 9 to Sers - a schedule 
conficlt may arise. Carey frequently 
holds special voter registrations at 
night and must be present at town 
meetings and meetings of other town 
bodies. 

She also feels.a distraught ticket 
holder may disrupt normal business 
at town hall during day time hear- 
ings. 

Carey said she has three or four 
people in mind for the job, but has 
yet to approach them. In the in- 
terim, Carey may appoint Mackey 
as the hearing officer. But there 
seems to be some questions as to 
whether Mackey can act as hearing 
officer because he is a policeman. 
‘The law stipulates that the parking 
clerk can not be a policeman, but 
does not seem to indicate one can not 
be a hearing officer. 

There is also a question as to 
where the funds for the parking 
clerk's office will come. A town 
meeting article seeking $700 for 
salaries and supplies to operate the 
office was withdrawn at the 
September special town meeting 
Carey, Mackey and Executive 
Secretary Ruth Aubert will discuss 
that matter, as well as others, dur- 
ing a meeting to be held in the next 
few weeks. 

As officials work out the final few 
details, the new rules will impose $10 
fines for: parking within an intersec 
tion, parking on any sidewalk, park- 
ing on any crosswalk, parking on a 
roadway in a rural or sparsely sett!- 
ed area, parking more than one foot 
from the curb or edge of the road, 
parking within 10 feet of a fire 
hydrant, parking on or in front of 
any private road or driveway, park- 
ing on any street within 20 feet of an 
intersecting way except alleys, and 
parking alongside or opposite ex- 
cavation or road obstruction when 
doing so would obstruct traffic. 

A $10 fine will also be imposed for: 
parking within 20 feet of either end 
of a safety zone which is located 
within 30 feet of the curb or edge of 
the road, parking a vehicle for sale 
on a street, parking a vehicle other 
than one acting in an emergency on

The hazardously parked vehicle 
may also be towed

Proposed zoning by-law 
changes in Wilmington 


+A new type of residential area, 
Planned Residential Development 
(PRD) is being i 
ing bylaws for Wilmington, which 
had their first review on November 
16 at a planning board meeting. PRD 
districts would be on no less than 20 
acres of land and would be restricted 
to single family homes, side by side, 
in the same buildings, with no apart- 
ments as such. 

Also being proposed is an in- 
dustrial park type of zoning in which 
several industrial uses now permit- 
ted would not be allowed; such uses 
as bulk storage, vehicular dealer- 
ships and heavy manufacturing. It 
would be similar in scope to that pro- 
posed in the Town Crier some mon- 
ths ago, in that 


pearance. 

The new bylaws which will have to 
be voted in a town meeting, were 
prepared by Kevin Hurley of Con- 
cord, a professional planner. Mr. 
Hurley and a committee of six have 
had seven meetings since last July 
14 to discuss the proposals as they 
were developed 

Selectman Rocco DePasquale, 
planners Anthony Gentile and Ar. 
nold Blake, Carroll Robbins of the 
board of appeals and Sandy Murphy, 
planner for the Wilmington Planning 
Board constituted the committee. 

The proposed bylaws are in con- 
formity with th elatest laws voted by 
the state legislature. They are 
enumerated by a number system, 
designed to ease a search for any 
particular use and the laws pertain- 
ing to that use. 

In size of houselots, what was 
formerly Residential A (10,000 
square feet), and Residential B 
(22,500 square feet) become zones 
Ri and R2. The former Rural Zone 
becomes R6 (for 60,000 square feet) 

PRD is to be for single family 
detached and attached dwelling 
units, with accessories and are to be 
located on land of not less than 20 
acres. It is planned that there shall 
not be more than three dwelling 
units per acre, exclusive of land 
situated in flood plain zones. The 
previous proposals called for a 
minimum size of 15 acres. 

No “apartments” as such will be 
permitted as now proposed. All 
dwelling units are to be, in effect, 
houses, separate or together, and 
not more than six units shall be in 
any structure. The overall length, in- 
cluding garages, are not to exceed 
150 feet. The overall height may not 
be more than 35 feet, instead of the 
38 feet formerly proposed. There are 
provisions, as before, for “open 
Space.” 

‘The town meeting would have a 
practically complete control of all 
PRD districts in that no chances can 
be made after having been voted by 
the town meeting. 

“Hammerhead” lots are a new 
type of bylaw, proposed in. this 
study. The name is taken from the 
over-all shape, in which a smaller 
frontage is allowed along any ac- 
cepted street and the main house lot 
is further back from the street. Such 
lots have been allowed by Board of 
Appeals hearings in the past in 
Wilmington 

Hammerhead lots would he per- 
mitted under special permit from 
the planning board if that board 
finds that there are sufficient 
safeguards for public safety, 
welfare and convenience. The 
minimum size is to be 1.5 acres in 
Residence 1 and 2 districts, and 3.0 
acres in Residence 6 districts. The 
minimum frontage on a street is to 
be 40 feet 

A key to the Hammerhead Lots is 
that there shall be enough space in 
the lot as laid out for buildable land 
in a minimum 150 foot in diameter 
circle, and within 500 feet of the 
street 

The proposal limits not more than 
two hammerhead lots to have con- 
tiguous frontage on any street, but 
does not seem to spell out whether or 
not those lots may use the same 
driveway. 

Hammerhead lots, by special per- 
mit of the planning board, are in use 
in Harvard, Boxborough, CArlisle 
and Lincoln, Hurley told ‘the com- 
mittee.

‘The residential regulations also 
contain provisions for conversion of 
existing single family dwellings into 
not more than two dwelling units. 
‘The single family dwelling must be 
of at least 2400 square feet gross 
floor area, exclusive of cellar, and 
each dwelling unit must contain at 
least 800 square feet of gross floor 


area 

‘There are proposed provisions for 
community dwelling units under the 
Wilmington Housing Authority, and 
for Municipal Building Reuse, so 
that a public school or other building 
may be converted into multiple 
dwelling uses, provided there are 
not more than six units per acre. 

In residential areas the practice of 
@ profession or occupation in an of- 
fice or studio ig to be allowed. It 
must be conductedby the residential 
owner, with nor more than one assis: 
tant, The use must be clearly in- 
cidental, and secondary to the use of 
the building as a dwelling. There 
shall not be more than 10 vehicular 
trips a day generated by the use. 

Antiques and similar types of 
sales will not be permitted in 
residential areas, except for yard 
sales, and no more than two yard 
sales may be allowed at a home in 
any one year. 

Renting of rooms in residential 
districts may be allowed with meals, 
for not more than four persons per 
dwelling, and provided that this is 
conducted and managed by a resi- 
dent of the dwelling. 

The use of wind machines to 
generate electricity will be allowed 
in all districts, but not in capacity 
necessary to serve the principal use 
of the premises. A special permit is 
needed from the board of appeals 
and there are set back provisions 
which must be observed, together 
with height restrictions. 

A temporary home or trailer will 
be allowed on the site of a residence 
which has been destroyed by fire or 
other holocaust, but not for a period 
of over 12 months. Trailers may also

The present high density “HD" 
zoning areas would be abolished, by 
the proposed zoning law. High densi- 
ty has special requirements for such 
places as restaurants with a lot of 
parking needed. 

Hurley told the planning board 
that high density areas of Wilm- 
ington are only a small part of the 
town, and do not have an ap- 
propriate use. 

High Density was also used for fill- 
ing stations, but Hurley feels this is 
no longer necessary. Banks, he says, 
have taken over in the frequency 
formerly held by filling stations. 
Lexington, has told the planning 
board, has a problem with too many 
banks. 

Flood Plains are a special pro- 
blem in Wilmington because basical- 
ly there are two flood plain maps, 
one local and one federal (prepared 
by HUD). There should be but one 
flood plain map, Hurley holds. It is 
important, he says, to have but one 
source. 

Flood plain districts would be on 
an ‘overlay’ type of map, to go over 
other inaps. 

The proposed prohibited uses 
range further than once was the case 
in Wilmington zoning bylaws. Many 
types of business are now pro- 
hibited.

For double surety in setting this 
agency on the school 
inistration’s already pasaed 
intended course - guidelines are

‘These guidelines are specific and 
most importantly include that only 
three elementary schools are to be 
considered.

The Widow Hiller’s land

“The Widow of Wilmington" 
is the way that Dr. France B. 
Hiller thought of herself, after 
thé death of her husband Dr 
Henry. She compared herself 
mentally to another very well 
known widow, Queen Victoria of 
England. Victoria was called 
“The Widow of Windsor."” 

And, relatively speaking, 
France too had some extensive 
real estate holdings. In the years 
since 1876 she had been purchas- 
ing land, both in and out of 
Wilmington. Many of her pur- 
chases were speculative in nature. 
She hoped to see an increase in 
the price of land, 4s do other 
speculators. She also hoped to 
own land where manufacturing 
would be taking place. 
She bought land off Butters 
Row for instance, and close to 
the railroad. There she hoped 
some factories would be built 
One of the streets that she 
hopefully laid out she named 
Manufacturer's Road and 
another was Factory Road. The 
latter name-can still be seen on 
the maps of Wilmington. 
She bought 68 acres of land 
owned formerly by Asa Sheldon. 
Where that land was is a question 


pasture which was probably 
along Main Street somewhere, 
and had about seven and one-half 
acres. She bought the Allard lot 
and the Bond lot, both of which 
totaled about 10 acres. 

In Woburn a road was propos 
ed to connect School Street to the 
Merrimack Chemical Works 
That site, not too far distant 
from either Wilmington or 
Reading, is today known as the 
home of the ‘Woburn odor."’ 

France bought 10 acres adja 


cent to the Merrimack 
Chemicals. Like the land at 
Manufacturer's Road, *she was

In Woburn too, she bought a 
cranberry bog and a cranberry 
house on land totaling about 
13% acres, and known as the 
Mystic Valley lot. There is a story 
about her owning land in 
Wollaston, also a cranberry bog 
There seems to be no proof of 
that story. 

But she did buy a small lot of 
land in Wellfleelt, down on Cape 
Cod. Perhaps she was thinking of 
having a summer place on the 
cape.

It was oe remarks that 
Rotarians, speaking privately, 
resented. Rotary International, the 
governing body of Rotary, restricts 
membership to men who own their 
own business, or who run a business 
in a managerial capacity. 

The Rotary Clubs of the United 
States have, over a number of years, 
attempted to have this bar to female 
membership removed. But Rotary 
International, with clubs from An- 
tigua to Zanzibar, has always over- 
ruled the U.S. clubs by vote. The

Campaign started to restore author's home 


By STEVAN—ADELE MORLEY 


Stoneham resident Doris 
Dearth has been a tour guide at 
Orchard House — the home of 
Louisa May Alcott, poet and 
author — for four years. 

A year ago Dearth began to 
share with others the wealth of 
literary d historical in- 
formation she has learned since 
becoming a guide, and an avid 
Alcott family fan. 


Dearth presents programs, 
gives talks, displays photographs 
and memorabilia pertaining to 
the famous Alcott family who 
resided in Concord, 
Massachusetts from 1858 to 1877. 

For quite some time now, 
Dearth has joined forces with 
many other residents — from

towns near and far — to make the 
public aware of the Louisa May 
Alcott. Memorial Association's 
capital campaign, which seeks 
support from a wide variety of 
sources, to restore the beloved 
Alcott dwellings and land. 

The Campaign for Orchard 
House is the first major fun 
draising effort undertaken by the 
Association since its founding in 
1911 


Pledges, payable over a three- 
year period, are being sought by 
the Association. Contributions 
from - individuals, corporations, 
foundations, as well as from local 
businesses and service 
organizations are being solicited 

Donors who pledge gifts at 
certain levels will be eligible to 
receive premiums: pen and ink 
lithographs of Louisa 
(reproduced here) done by 
Pulitzer Prize winner Paul Szep 
Each print will be signed and 
numbered by the artist, and will 
be suitable for framing; a 
season's admission to the Sum: 
mer Conversational Series; and a 
year’s membership in the Friends 
of the Alcotts, 

World renown actress 
Katherine Hepburn was asked to 
become Honorary Chairperson 
because she portrayed Jo (the 
main character in Alcott's book 
“Little Women") so memorably 
back in 1933. When asked, Hep: 
burn answered, “Yes — go ahead 
Use my name as Honorary 
Chairman!” 

The need for restoration rises 
from the wear and tear of more 
than 40,000 visitors annually, and 
over 250 years of harsh New 
England winters have taken their 
toll on Orchard House, Dearth 
explained when interviewed for 
this story. 

“In 1980, the Association 
commissioned an architectural 
historian from the Society for the 
Preservation of New England 
Antiquities to develop a plan for 
the restoration and preservation 
of the House and its collection. 


“The needed improvements are 
not merely cosmetic,’’ Dearth 
explained. She said, “The 
structural repaifs include 
replacement of beams, joists, 
wall studs and the roof; improved 
water drainage systems; and 
repairs to masonry. While not 
glamorous in nature, these 
repairs are vitally necessary if 
Orchard House is to continue its 
operations. 


“For example: Louisa's Room 
has: suffered rot and insect 
damage to the floor and wall 
supports. The adjacent room has 
fallen victim to water damage 
due to the deterioration of 
flashing, roofing, gutters and 
downspouts. 

“Bronson Alcott's Study — 
where Emerson, Thoreau and 
other members of Concord’s 
literary circle gathered — needs 
reinforcing in the fireplace and in 
the wall uprights. 

‘Additional repairs are needed 
in the East Parlor, the Dining 
Room, the Master Bedroom and 
the Guide's Room 

“In all, the total cost of the 
recommended improvement is 
$200,000. In addition, the 
Association needs at least $100,000 
in endowment funds for the future 
maintenance of Orchard House 
and the continuation of its many 
special programs." 

Today, the spirit of the Alcott 
family continues to thrive 
through a variety of special 
programs and the preservation of 
the house that was their home. 
Orchard House and the School of 
Philosophy are open to the public 
seven days a week from mid- 
April to mid-November. During 
this period as many as 600 visitors 
a day are received in peak 
season. 

Dearth explained that many 
community programs are offered 
at Orchard House each year, 
keeping the spirit of the Aicotts 
alive

Roving: The growth of cable TV 


FM TALK: You readers may 
recall the column in which 1 
discussed the parallel between 
the early days of live television 
and the advent of cable tv. Ineach 
case, new opportunities were 
created for those who work in the 
arts. The ‘days of live television 
developed into a proving ground 
for such great writers as Neil 
Simon, Rod Serling, Paddy 
Chayefsky and Reginald Rose 
Many of today's top-name 
directors and performers also got 
their start during the live 
television era. 

The rapid growth of cable tv is 
opening up an even larger vista of 
opportunities for today’s artists. 
Providing enough movies to fill 
the many hours of pay tv is just 
one area in which writers, 
directors and actors are finding 
work (Hollywood simply can not 
produce sufficient material to 
meet the demands that are 
constantly increasing in the pay 
tv market). 


But Altman, who s 
going to concentrate mos 
time in the future to filming more 
plays, has had much better 
success with “Come Back" as a 
movie. Altman discussed his new 
venture in Newsweek: “There 
has to be a new style — no Ys 
not a movie.” With ‘ome 
Back," Altman hopes that he has 
found a happy medium which will 
perhaps set a precedent for his 
future endeavors in this area 

Altman filmed ‘Come Bacx"" in 
a single set New York studio in 
just nineteen days, at cost of nine 
hundred thousand dollars. Using 
Super 16-millimetre (this process 
may be the film's only irritating 


flaw, which can cause vibrant 
colors to dull somewhat), he 
filmed the play with basically the 
same cast he had on Broadway 
The play-movie stars Sandy 
Dennis, Cher and Karen Black. In 
case you're not familiar with the 
storyline, “Come Back’” is about 
three women who reunite at a 
Western 5 & Dime store on the 
twentieth anniversary of actor 
James Dean's death 

I, for one, will be very in- 
terested in seeing how the public 
accepts Altman's latest en- 
deavor. If he is successful, 
everyone benefits; writers, 
directors and actors get more 
work, and audiences of greater 


magnitude than Broadway will 
ever dream of will have a chance 
to see works they'd otherw 
never see. Altman deserve 
applause for his effort. A truly 
great director who has dared to 
delve into the avante garde, he is 
at his peak, and it is nice to see 
that he is trying to bring his talent 
to as many people who will give 
him a chance.

Thanksgiving throughout the years

“And although it is not always 
$0 plentiful as it was at this time 
with us, yet by the goodness of 
God we are so far from want that 
we wish you partake of our 
plenty.” These sentiments ex- 
Pressed by a pilgrim father in 
1621 are still pertinent for 
Thanksgiving 1982. 

In 1621, as a result of Governor 
Bradford's proclamation, and in 
‘spite of the terrible first winter of 
our Pilgrim forefathers, the first 
Thanksgiving took place. The 
men and women of the Mayflower 
greeted ninety friendly Massasoit 
Indians as man on equal footing, 
but also as pagans whose souls 
had to be saved. The religious 
services of the day not only in- 
cluded prayers of thanksgiving, 
but were aimed to impress the 
Indians with the worthiness of 
worshipping the Pilgrims’ Deity.

Entertainment consisted of 
psalsms, songs, war dances by 
the Indians, and various athletic 
games and events attended by 
Miles Standish and his company 
Military drills sérved a double 
purpose, to entertain, yet impress

The feasting took place out 
doors under the watchful eye of 
the future Priscilla Standish, with 
the food prepared over huge fires 
except for special dishes 
prepared indoors. The venison 
brought by the Massasoits was 
roasted whole and accompanied 
by venison pastries and pies and 
desserts made from wild fruit 
Clams, fish and oysters were also 
part of the feast

During the past several years,

Center and medical director of 
the Martha Eliot Health Center in 
Jamaica Plain, ‘Nursing is a 
safe, simple and natural way to 
feed an infant. There are also 
many health advantages to the 
infant who is breast fed. 

For example, breast milk 
provides excellent nourishment 
“Since its composition adapts to 
the changing requirements of the 
growing baby," Dr, Alvarez says, 
“it contains the exact nutrients, 
in the proper quantities, that a 
baby needs throughout the early 
months of life."’ 

In addition, breast milk con- 
tains antibodies from the mother 
that help protect a newborn 
against infection. According to a 
statement released by the 
American Academy of 
Pediatrics, there is ‘ta two- to 
three-fold decreased incidence of 
infection in infants who are breast 
fed for four-and-a-half months or 
longer."

is beneficial, there are other 
health advantages to this method 


of feeding. “Breast fed babies 
SI overfed or un- 
says Dr. Alvarez. “For 


a mother who is bre: 
feeding doesn’t have externa 
cues — such as milk left in the 
bottle — to mislead her into 
thinking that her baby must still 
be hungry.”” 

The convenience and 
economics of breast feeding have 
added appeal for mothers. Says 
Dr. Alvarez, “There are no for 
mulas to mix and cook, no bottles 
to wash and sterilize; the milk is 

ys the right temperature and 
it's always sterile. So night 
feedings and traveling with an 
infant are much simpler.’ Breast 
feeding is also economical since 
mother's milk is free. 


Though nursing is a natural 
way to feed a baby, Dr. Alvarez 
says that support and knowledge 
are necessary for a mother to 
breast feed successfully. “It often 
takes time for a new mother and 
her baby to adjust to breast 
feeding,” she says 


In past generations, breast 
feeding was more ‘tommon 
Because extended families often 
lived within the same household, 
mothers could encourage their 
daughters, and sisters could 
share their experiences.

In later years, a richer family 
at Thanksgiving would partake of 
a twenty pound turkey and a 
chicken pie. The well-to-do 
sometimes served only the 
turkey, but those less fortunate 
enjoyed only the chicken pie. 
Cider and mince pie were served 
by all. A delicacy was pigeon pie 
made from many birds which

A new role for the first lady

‘sort of drifted" into being a spokeswoman 
for her generation. Not for the aging or the 
elderly or even for sénior citizens — “I hate 
all those words” but for what she calls 
“(grandpersons."* 

“People used to think that our minds 
stopped functioning abruptly at 50, but they 
‘seem to be more trusting of us today,”’ she 
says with an emphatic wink. “‘Of course. I 
may feel that way because I happen to 
travel in a circle that has great respect for 
age. In the theater, wonderful roles are writ 
ten for character actors and people never 
have to give up as they grow older. It's not 
like professional football.” 

At a time when 1 out of every 5 Ameri 
cans is 55 or older, it's not surprising that 
society's attitudes toward this fastest-grow 
ing segment of the US population are chang 
ing. What is surprising, Miss Hayes says. is 
how the older generation's attitudes toward 
themselves are changing 

“There are plenty of people in my age 
group who are so pleasantly in tune with life 
and the times,”” she continues. ‘I think you 
hear far fewer of us saying, ‘Oh, but in my 
day. * And I think that's because we er: 
joy the world more than a lot of younger peo 
ple who seem to be overwhelmed by it. 

“I love the world today! I wouldn't have 
lived in any other tie, and I c&n't tell you 
how many of my contemporaries say the 
same thing 

Gazing around the cozy living room. 
where pink and white roses flourish on ev 
ery Victorian chair in sight and freshly cut 
perennials fairly burst from surrounding 
vases. one might be tempted to think that 
the sentiment: e those of a dewy-eyed op: 
timist. But the large oil portrait of her 
daughter, Mary. that hangs on one wall and

One of the big spending areas, nuclear power, “will be 
coming down over the next few years at a rapid clip," says 
Kirk Willison, spokesman for the Edison Electric Institute. 
the industry's Washington-based trade association. The in- 
stitute projects that nuclear spending will drop from $13.7 
billion this year to $5.5 billion in 1986. ‘No new plants are 
being ordered, "’ Mr. Willison added 

In many areas, demand has dropped and is not expected 
to pick up again rapidly. “Demand for electricity just has 
not been there," because of conservation of electricity, says 
David Blitzer, chief economist at Standard & Poor's 

“Demand today is lower than what we have experienced 
in the past,” agrees Stanley Skinner, chief financial officer 
for Pacific Gas & Electric. “Other things being equal, that 
alone should drive down future construction expenditures. 

Because of these reasons, “‘rate increases in the future 
will be much more moderate," Mr. Holmes contends. But 
he cautions that “‘capital spending and rates must be looked 
at on a regional basis." 

Holmes explains that “there has been a huge demogra 
phic shift toward the South, and many utilities there are 
still trying to diversify their fuel mix. They are heavily 
weighted to of! and gas. While trying to get out of that, they 
still must meet rising kilowatt demand.” 

At Houstoh Lighting & Power Company, an arm of Hous- 
ton Industries Inc., “our expenditures will be quite large.” 
Says spokesman Stephen Gonzalez. HL&P has two nuclear 
and four coal units under construction. It just cancelled one 
other nuclear project ‘as a result of economics.” 

‘The company says it will finance its construction costs 
“by selling substantial amounts of common stock and 
bonds.” But the company will still ‘require substantial rate 
relief," Mr. Gonzalez commented, with average rates over 
the next 10 years increasing about 20 percent annually, "if 
not more.'"

Have you ever wonderd how 
you, in some small way, could 
make this world a better place? 

Do you have four to eight hours 
a week that you would like to 
devote to helping others while 
meeting new people, learning 
about yourself, developing new 
skills and working with a great 
group of people? 

it your anfwer is yes, you might 
consider involving yourself with a 
hospice program. Hospice comes 
from a Latin word meaning 
“host” and from a French word 
meaning ‘Guest House’. A 
hospice is an environment where 
incurably ill patients are made to 
feel physically, emotionally and

spiritually comfortable. And it is 
not necessarily an area in a 
hospital per se. 

The modern version of hospice 
has its roots in St. Christopher's 
of London England. St 
Christopher's, was established in 
1948 by a dynamic woman named 
Dame Cecily Saunders. Dame 
Saunders was a remarkable 
woman who, in order to serve her 
patients more fully, became a 
nun, a nurse, a social worker, and 
a physician. She was a woman 
who truly understood the needs of 
her patients. Dr. Saunders is the 
Medical Director of St 
Christopher's. In addition to 
being a hospital for the incurably 
ill, St. Christopher's is also a 
center for research in pain and 


symptom management. Much of 
the information that we currently 
have about keeping incurably iil 
patients comfortable comes from 
St. Christopher's 

The Hospice concept came to 
the United States in the early 
1960's. In 1964 there was only one 
hospice program in the entire 
country. Today there are over 800 
and of these 35 are in 
Massachusetts, 


The Hospice concept has at- 
tracted the attention of the 
television media and a made-for- 
television movie about Joyce 
Ufrema, a nurse who pioneered 
hospice care attracted tremen 
dous attention

Working on suicide prevention 


To combat the increased in 
cidents of young people taking 
their own lives, The Samaritans, 
a United Way funded suicide 
prevention agency today began a 
massive educational effort to help 
teachers and youth counselors 
identify suicidal behavior in 
young people 

Samaritans volunteers have 
prepared teaching kits for use in 
over 600 secondary schools, 
colleges and youth organizations 
in the Massachusetts Bay region 
of the United Way. Additionally, 
specially-trained Samaritans will 
be conducting workshops for all 
interested youth workers 

Samaritans Executive Director 
Shirley Karnovsky reports that 
suicide among young people 
under thirty has shown a 300 
percent inccrease in the last 
twenty years. Suicide now ranks 
as the second leading cause of 
death aong college students, next 
to accidents, and third in 
adolescents, after accidents and 
homicides. 

In Massachusetts, the 
Department of Public Health 
statistics indicate that of the 463 


under the age of sv. This 


proportion is significantly higher 
than the 1 youth suicide in 5 
reported nationwide by the 
American Association ‘of 
Suicidology. 


Startling as these figures are, 
experts say they only begin to 
describe the seriousness of a 
problem of epidemic proportions 
‘The Samaritans’ Karnovsky says 
numerous youth deaths are 
reported as accidental, either in 
deference to the family or for lack 
of a suicide note. “The real 
tragedy of suicide is that it 
doesn't have to happen. It can be 
prevented. Parents and teachers 
can help young people by 
recognizing self-destructive 
behavior as a cry for help,” 
Karnovsky said 

In addition to its Youth 
Outreach Project, The 
Samaritans offer a 24 hour hotline 
service for the suicidal and their 
families and friends. In Boston 
volunteers help over 250 callers 
each day. By dialing 247-0220. 
young callers are quickly 
that they are not alon 
someone cares 

“Our volunteers talk to callers

Memorial Hospital hospice, under 
the direction of Alice Cerino, has 
met with a great deal of success. 

Alice is a 34 year old woman who 
has dedicated the last five years 
of her life in developing a suc. 

cessful program. 

Alice’s academic training in 
cludes an undergraduate degree 
in Black History and Social 
Science and a graduate degree in 
clinical psychology and com 
munity counseling. Her work 
expertise is varied. Prior to 
working on hospice she spent 10 
years working at the NEMH 
Department of Human Services. 
There she dealt with psychiatric. 
drug and alcohol dependent in: 
dividuals. After experiencing the 
death of her parents, she asked, 
“Is there a better way of caring 
for people?” 

“Suffering is comprised of 
more than just physical pain 
and so many patient and family 
problems can be prevented or 
lessened if support is available.” 
says Cerino. 

Alice's initial work was at the 
ground level of the NEMH 
hospice program. She worked 
with a group for several years in 
developing plans and programs. 
‘The program took its first patient 
in the spring of 1980. To date, over 
600 people from all over this area 
have received some type of 
service from the program 

“The needs are massive. And 
the only way we could hope to 
address them is through a lot of

Families have a 
special room that looks like a den 
in which they can relax, watch 
television, eat dinner or just chat 
It is this room in which families 
can socialize freely without 
feeling the hospital atmosphere 

‘Iam very proud that 
everything in the family room 
and much of what is in the 
patients’ rooms has been donated 
Many people have made generous 
donations to make this area 
homelike and comfortable.” 

Alice says of hospice, “Hospice 
is a philosophy, not a place and if 
you asked to see our hospice you 
would have to drive with me 
through eleven towns to the 
homes of our patients. 

The NEMH hospice and 
Palliative Care Program, which 
is based on the grounds of NEMH, 
was the first program of its kind 
in the area. “The objective of our 
program is to keep people at 
home for as long as possible in an 
environment that is familiar and 
normal. Of course there are times 
when our patients need to come 
into a hospital, but for the most 
part the hospice team works with

‘The team includes a doctor, a 
nurse, home- health aides. 
therapists, a social worker, a 
dietician, clergy, and trained 
volunteers.

People often ask what a hospice 
volunteer does and what type of 
person they are. Cerino says, 
“Volunteers do a great variety of 
things. They run errands, visit 
patients, help families, provide 
understanding. They work in the 
office answering calls, and if need 
be they do typing 

Some of our volunteers are 
poets, writers, lawyers, and 
artists of every kind . . . perhaps 
they play a musical instrument, 
or do funny sketches. As for what 
our volunteers are like. They are 
both male and female, employed 
full-time, part-time and retired 
They are unemployed, married, 
and from all religions. Most have 
lost a loved one but not all have. 

“Their commonality seems to 
be their involvement with life and 
their desire to make things better 
for patients and families.” As you 
can see, hospice is a program 
about living and loving. If you are 
interested in finding out more 
about this program, having a 
speaker talk to your group, or 
want to be interviewed with 
thoughts of becoming a volunteer, 
contact Alice Cerino at 665-2130.

EPPS, La. (UPI) Ar- 
chaeologists say Poverty Point 
was North America’s largest 
prehistoric settlement and 
perhaps its most important, but it 
will take at least 50 years to learn 
why it was built 2,000 years before 
its time 
The theories on why Indians 
built six concentric ridges and 
four mysterious mounds more 
than 3,800 years ago range from it 
being a trade center to a 
€eremonial center to an 
stronomical laboratory. One of 
e mounds is 70 feet high and has 
times more cubic volume than 


igypt's Great Pyramid, ar- 
ghaeologists say 
There has been so little 


research done at Poverty Point 
that the origin theories which are 
argued bitterly by normally staid 
archaeologists have become 
outdated with each year of work 
at the 500-acre site. No one has 
even completed a scale map of the 
area in northeast Louisiana 
“There's nothing like this im 
North America,” said Sharon 
Goad of Louisiana State 
University, a Ph.D. and the only 
archaeologist with a project under 
way there. ‘‘For this site being so 


significant, 
unknown 
“This shows a system of ridge 
building that you don’t find much 
of until 200 B.C., but the Poverty 
Point Indians had already 
abandoned it for all practical 
purposes by then,"’ she said 
Archaeologists are unsure what 
tribes descended from Poverty 
Point inhabitants, but various 
tribes have used the site for 
modern-day ceremonies 
Ateye-level, one sees little more 
than a few bumps and a big hill in 
the rolling farmland. But from the 
air, the ridges are visible along 
with the treecovered mound with 
a top measuring 15 by 700 feet 
Three much smaller mounds are 
located within a 2'% -mile radius. 
Poverty Point, named for a 
nearby plantation, was inhabited 
as early as 6,000 B.C., but most of 
the evidence points toward full- 
scale occupation between 1,800 
and 300 B.C. Archaeologists 
believe 5,000 people lived there 
during its most populous period 
about 1,000 B.C 
“Nobody has gone and gotten 
consistent dates,” she said. “We 
don’t even know if it was inhabited 
continuously.” 
Although it has been designated 


it’s almost totally 


a national prehistoric site, Dr. 
Goad estimates that even’ with 
optimum funding and staffing, 
both unlikely because of the 
economy and government 
priorities, it would take 50 years to 
unravel the mystery of Poverty 
Point 

“There's not a lot of money for 
this kind of archaeology,” she 
said. “And Reaganomics has 
taken a big toll."" 


The first comprehensive dig at 
the site is the three-year project 
being conducted by Dr. Goad with 
help from LSU students and 
Earthwatch — a Massachusetts- 
based private group offering 
members opportunities to par- 
ticipate in archaeological digs for 
aprice 


Dr. Goad's group, which 
completes its work this summer, 
found the first proof of homes at 
the site, which would eliminate 
the theory it -was used only as a 
ceremonial center. 

She said they found evidence of 
20-foot-square homes with clay 
foundations and upright posts. She 
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eologists work 


believes mudcovered twigs and 
posts were used for walls. 

The group also has found ar- 
tifacts in a new area to disprove 
the theory the rich and less-rich 
lived in different sections of the 
settlement, and more evidence to 
disprove the theory Poverty Point 
was a better astronomical 
laboratory than Stonehenge. 

Dr. Goad believes the site was 
inhabited by hunters and 
gatherers who lived in an 
organized village that served as a 
trade center. 

She said the most puzzling thing 
is that the ridges and mounds 
were thousands of years ahead of 
similar manmade formations 
elsewhere in the world. 

“That's why we've got to know 
what it is, how old it is and why 
this is here 2,000 years before it 
should be,” she said. 

The ridges, which Dr. Goad 
believes were formed by societal 
waste such as abandoned homes, 
were once 6 to 12 feet high, but 
were victims of natural erosion 
and modern man’s plowing 
Today, they only rise inches from 


\ the ground 


Other ridges located in the same 
area were plowed under by fearful 
farmers when the state an- 
nounced plans in 1950 to preserve 
the site in a park, she said 

It opened as a state park in 1972 
and now has a museum, a tower 
that visitors can climb to look 
down on a scale-model of the site 
and pathways for walking tours. 


The primary site has yielded 
millions of clay balls believed 
used like ancient charcoal for 
cooking, along with thousands of 
spear points, stone beads, 
microflints (small stones worked 
into drills), clay statues and 
plummets believed used as 
weights for bola weapons. 


Some of the stone came from 
other parts of the country, which 
Dr. Goad said bolsters the theory 
that Poverty Point was a trade 
center located halfway between 
settlements in Jaketown, Miss., 
and Calion, Ark 


‘What I’m looking at is my own 
three years and 150,000 artifacts,’ 
she said. “This is the first 
collection we've ever had in a 
single place done in a large unit 
We've opened up a huge area 
What we can say about the site is 
the first such things that have 
ever been said." 


Dr. Goad said that also within a 
20-mile radius, archaeologists 
have found evidence of other sites 
that the Poverty Point Indians 
may have used for hunting and 
fishing outposts. Many are located 
along an old Arkansas River 
channel named Bayou Macon.

The Smithsonian Institute's 
Samuel Lockett first mentioned 
the mounds in an 1872 survey of 
the area. Farmers for years had 
found Indian artifacts in the area. 

But the site’s significance went 
unnoticed until the 1930s whem a 
Shreveport, La., amateur ar- 
chaeologist, Dr. Clarence Webb, 
began digging. In the 1950s, 
another archaeologist looking at 
aerial photographs of the site say 
its geometric configuration 

The five sets of ridges appear to 
be separated by aisleways 75 to 80 
feet wide, but the site’s curator 
recently discovered early aerial 
photographs that showed the 
walkways differently. Dr. Goad 
says the aisles may be only the 
turn-rows of modern farmers. 

But it is the huge mound, hand- 
bilt by Indians carrying baskets of 
dirt, that appears to intrigue 
scientists the most. 

The sun seems to follow one 
walkway before it sets over the 
mound on the summer solstice 
and a second walkway during the 
winter solstice, prompting 
physicist Ken Brecher to cause 
great excitement when he told, 
Albuquerque, N.M., conferengg: 
the site may be even m 
significant than Stonehenge a: 
prehistoric solstitial laboratory. 

But the change in walk 
configurations shown in ae 
photographs this century and 
Goad's discovery that the . 
follows the walkways for several; 
days during the solstices appear 
to rule out his theory. = 

“T can tell from the equinoxed 
and solstices that it’s been sited, 
Dr. Goad said. “But you're not; 
seeing an accurate predictor 
where you can go out on a single: 
day and see the sun. And he! 
(Brecher) never stepped foot on’ 
this site as far as T know." 4
